fter Shelton Barksdale, 
1288 Brookcliff Ave., filed a 
complaint with the Con- 
sumer Affairs Office of the 
City Development Depari- 
ment, Triplett kicked back 
$34 of the $419 he had 
chérged Barksdale to set- 
tleva $40 burial lot debt 
resulting from a 1928 tran- 
saation. 

he latest complaint 
filed against Triplett with 
the, Consumer Affairs Of- 
fice, 700 E. Broad St., does 
not involve a financial tran- 
saction, but according to 
the. plaintiff, Mrs. T.W. 
Brown, 556 Parkwood Ave., 
“it iB of equal importance.” 

Ir} her complaint to the 
agency, Mrs. Brown 
charged Triplett with 
failure of properly main- 
taining the upkeep of the 
cemetery grounds and with 
refuping to keep a commit- 
ment to her-relative to the 
grave of her late husband, 
Rev; T.W. Brown Sr., who 
died in 1958. 

en accompanied by 
her Bon, Thomas L. Brown 
Jr., to the cemetery to visit _ 
his father’s grave on Labor 
Day, they were shocked to 
findsit covered with weeds, 
she: said. Her son was 
visifing her from Pamona, 


Calif, and wanted to see 
the headstone erected af- 
ter he had moved to the 
West Coast, . 

In making arrangements 
for erecting the headstone, 
Mrs. Brown said Triplett 
had promised her to 
remove a spruce tree from 
the head of the grave 
where the headstone was 
to be erected. The tree was 
to be transplanted in an 
adjoining plot reserved for 
her son, Thomas,,_. 

To their dismay, they 
found the. headstone 
leaning sideways and half 
way'off.the foundation, and 
the spruce tree ‘was 
missing, she said. 

When they requested an 
explanation from Triplett, 
he apparently added insult 
to injury by telling them 
that he was not going to 
replace .the tree and in- 
viting them to “see a 
lawyer and sue me,” they 
stated in their consumers 
complaint.

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‘Bill Splits Black Dems ~ 


The Ohio Legislature reconvened last week after its 
late summer vacation and promptly went to work on 
measures which it hopes to enact into law during this 
last leg of the 112th General Assembly. =~ 

The $517.5 million two-year capital improvement 
bill, which carried a provision to allocate 10 percent 
to minority business enterprises, was passed by the 
House at the Sept. 20 session. But, to the chagrin of 
at least four of the 10 black members, an amendment 
was tacked to the bill to include women in the 
mino business feature. 

The tainorty provision had been defined in the bill_ 
as a business in which blacks, Spanish-speaking 
Americans, Orientals or American indians par- 
ticlpates. 

The amendment, ghee aha k Py Rep. Donna sng 

, @ Cleveland su . was approved - 
oor 69 to 25. The black vote split; four for the 
amendment, four against and one, Rep. Thomas Bell 
of Cleveland not voting. 

Three of the black members opposing the amend- 
ment acknowledged that they were put into a ticklish 


» situation by Rep. Pope. In voting against the amend- 


ment they feel that some observers would interpret 
their vote as opposing equal rights for women. 

But on the other hand, they maintain that the in- 
clusion of women in the amendment was a cleverly 
conceived scheme to drastically cripple the intent and 
effectiveness of the minority provision. 

Since it is an established fact that women are in the 
majority in this country, to identify them as minorities 
is simply a-subterfuge aimed at confusing the public 
and ultimately defeating the purpose of the bill, they 
pointed out. . 

Reps. C.J. McLin, Dayton; John D. Thompson 
Cleveland and James -Rankin, Cincinnati, said to 
define women as minorities in the bill could even- . 
tually lead to incorporations being set up in the name 
of a woman by some white contractor or businessmen 
to make them eligible for a share of the $60-million for 
“minority enterprises as spelled out-in the law. 

After adopting the amendment, the House voted 83- 
12 to pass the bill as an emergency measure. Of the 
10 black members, only Bell failed to vote on either 
the amendment or the bill. 

In the Senate, where the bill is expected to be ap- 
proved with additional amendments, black opponents 
will attempt to use their influence to have the 
“women” yanked from the bill. 

Rep: C.J. McLin, black Dayton Funeral Home 
proprietor, has gradually moved up in the Democratic 
Party.

_Displacing The Poor 


In the absence of a national urban policy designed 
to revive the cities for the people who live in them, an 
improvised policy by local governments and private 
interests has stepped into the vacuum. 

In many cities, local officials have decided to try to 
attract middle income families back from the suburbs 
through policies making urban centers more 
attractive to them. 

At the same time, private real estate interests are 
working toward the same end. With large sections of 
downtown cities blighted by abandoned housing and 
land prices driven lower by social decay, speculators 
are attracted. 

They can buy land and houses cheap, build or 
renacniate “and thet sett at tigir prices atiaenc 
people disillusioned with long commutes and 
suburban living. The process works out well for cities, 
who can now reap tax revenues from the land. and 
from the new middie class residents, and for the 
speculators who reap high profits. 

But the process doesn't work. for the poor people 
who live in those neighborhoods, in fact they are 
being driven from their homes at an alarming rate. 
Renters are evicted to enable developers to remodel

units to present residents, they are usually too poor to 
afford the inflated rents. So their only option is to 
move to already overcrowded housing in center-city 
slums not yet prey to “development” or to move to 
trailer camps on the outskirts of town. 

There: are indications that people are doubling up 
by moving to relatives’ homes in the absence of 
housing they could afford. But that only increases 
problems ‘of overcrowding, and threatens to make 
urban health and crime problems much. worse. 

Some people view the influx of middie class people 
into such areas as a step toward integration, but 
that's true only if integration is defined as the 
transition between a neighborhood's becoming all- 
black and its becoming all or almost - all white. 

Economic and racial integration is an important 
goal, but this conversion of city neighborhoods into 
middie class enclaves will not-result in anything other 
than forced removal of poor people. 

The policy of recycling neighborhoods is not valid if 
it means recycling poor people out of their homes and 
into even more severely impacted neighborhoods. 
Driving the poor out of the cities to make room for the 
middie class that had abandoned the cities is no 
‘substitute for policies designed to enable the poor to 
become middie class themselves. 

That requires “national, not local, policies. Local 
officials will be partial to driving out poor people and. 
replating them with revenue-producing middie class 
residents, while private interests will pursue policies 
that lead to higher profits in disregard of their effect 
upon poor people. 

National policies of road-building and mortgage 
insurance helped the middie class to leave the cities 
for suburbia, while other policies drove poor people 
off the land and into the cities..Now: that suburban 
housing costs have escalated and energy’ costs have 
made suburban living less attractive, the absence of a 
‘ nBtional-urban policy is resulting in new pressures on

"There 
are racial problems 
everywhere but it's not 
nearly as prejudiced as in 
some northern cities. 

Alexander, earned his 
M.B.A. degree in 1971 and 
joined RJR Foods, He felt 
like a babe in the woods 
during his first months with 
the firm.
